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DETAILED OFFICE ACTION 

Applicant is advised that the Notice of Abandonment mailed on 30 December 2002 is 
vacated in view of applicants request for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) for the 
instant application, wherein the request was filed timely on 18 November 2002.
